The Chicago Dental Society has ap- 
pointed a committee to cooperate with 
the Chicago Crime Commission. Begin- 
ning in this issue a series of articles will 
be presented depicting the organization, 
growth, development, and operating pro- 
cedure of this worthy civic organization. 
The Chicago Dental Society has realized 
for some time that the Chicago Crime 
Commission has done a great job in Chi- 
cago but too few know or understand 
how the Commission came into exis- 
tence ; how it operates, and who finances 
its work. A similar series of articles was 
published in the Chicago Medical Soci- 
ety’s Bulletin under the auspices of a 
special committee appointed to cooperate 
with the Crime Commission. Prior to the 
publication of this information there 
were but few contributing physicians to 
the Crime Commission in the Chicago 
area ; there are now listed as contributors 
some six hundred physicians. 

In any system organized by civilized 
nations for protecting the lives, property 
and well-being of its people, physicians, 
dentists, policemen and firemen are all 
indispensable. It is they who help build 
up a nation of healthy and satisfied 
people. Such people are unconquerable. 

Epidemics of disease in any huge met- 
ropolitan area are as unpredictable and 
unavoidable as sudden outbreaks of 
criminality. Neither can last long, how- 
ever, in any community blessed with 
competent doctors and policemen. They 
and firemen are the combat force against 
any evil threatening of lives, property

and well-being of residents. When any 
epidemic or outbreak lasts too long and 
even gains more headway, faults in the 
combat force are indicated. Before im- 
provement can be brought about, the 
faults must be located and removed. 
That is the function of the Chicago 
Crime Commission, with respect to ad- 
ministration of criminal justice. It was 
born during a crime emergency twenty- 
four years ago. 

An epidemic crime situation of record 
breaking proportions began in 1917. 
Murders, payroll robberies, bombings, 
safe-blowings, bank holdups and _ kid- 
nappings were almost daily occurrences. 
The combat forces of law enforcement 
seemed to be powerless. Civic leaders 
were roused to action. Meetings were 
held. Something had to be done. Some- 
thing was done. The Chicago Crime 
Commission was organized in 1919. 

At succeeding policy-shaping meetings 
it was decided that the Commission was 
to be a civic crime-fighting organization 
composed of men who held no elective 
or appointive public office and that no 
member or official outside of employes 
of the operating staff was to receive any 
remuneration. It was decided further 
that the Commission will charge no fees 
for any service and shall be dependent 
solely on voluntary contributions from 
citizens who hold no public office for its 
income. The founders stipulated that the 
Commission was to be a fact-finding 
body and will at no time usurp or assume

DR. H. M. MARJERISON 
RESIGNS DEANSHIP 


Dr. Howard Mitchell Marjerison, 
Dean of the University of Illinois College 
of Dentistry since 1940, has resigned from 
this position to accept the associate direc- 
torship of the Forsyth Dental Infirmary 
in Boston on September 1. His present 
move is a culmination of many years of 
association with the Forsyth Dental In- 
firmary. Since 1916-17 when Dr. Mar- 
jerison served an internship there, he has 
been a special lecturer as well as a 
Trustee and member of the Corporation 
of Forsyth. 

Dr. Marjerison came to the University 
of Illinois from Tufts College Dental 
School in Boston, of which he was Dean 
from 1933 to 1940. He was graduated 
from Tufts College Dental School in 1916 
and then was commissioned a first lieu- 
tenant in the Army Dental Reserve Corps. 
After serving his internship at Forsyth, 
Dr. Marjerison joined the staff of Tufts 
College as instructor in prosthetic den- 
tistry, and continued to teach in this 
field for many years ; he became head of 
the Department of Partial Prosthodontics 
at Tufts College in 1929. 

Dr. Marjerison has made valuable 
contributions to the literature of dental 
education, and in 1942 his alma mater, 
Tufts College, conferred on him the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Science. 


Dr. Marjerison is a member of the 
Board of Overseers Committee to Visit 
Harvard University School of Dental 
Medicine ; a representative of the Amer- 
ican Association of Dental Schools on 
the National Board of Dental Examiners ; 
a Fellow of the American College of 
Dentists; a member of the Institute of 
Medicine, American Academy of Dental 
Science, Robert R. Andrews Honorary 
Society, International Association for 
Dental Research, and national, state and 
local dental societies ; his fraternities are 
Delta Sigma Delta, Sigma Xi, Phi Beta 


Pi, Omicron Kappa Upsilon, and the 
Masonic Order. 

During the past year Dr. Marjerison 
has served on the Army and Navy 
Screening Committees for the selection 
of dental students for the A.S.T. and 
V-12 programs, and has steered the . 
University of Illinois College of Dentistry 
through a trying period of curricular 
adjustment incident to the accelerated 
program. 


BEACHHEAD WON IN THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES 


Despite strong opposition House Bill 
No. 4216 was passed upon favorably 
by the House Naval Affairs Committee. 
The vote was twenty-three to two. This 
Bill provides for the establishment of a 
dental division in the Navy and the re- 
organization of the Bureau of Medicine 
within six months after its passage. 
Under the proposed setup the medical 
and dental corps will each have a direc- 
tor responsible to the chief of the Bureau. 
They will have the rank, pay and allow- 
ances of a rear admiral. The Naval den-: 
tal corps would operate under this Bill 
with independence that it does not now 
possess. 

In the hearings before the Naval 
Affairs Committee the Bill was opposed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, Vice Ad- 
miral McIntyre, Surgeon General and 
the President’s personal physician; Ad- 
miral Jacobs, Bureau of Personnel, Ad- 
miral T. L. Gatch, war hero and Judge 
Advocate General, and Congressman 
Carl Vinson of Georgia, Chairman of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee. 

The Legislative Committee of the 
American Dental Association is assured 
that the Bill will pass the House in 
August. The committee points out that 
the fight is now in the open and that it 
is a battle to prevent the subordination 
of. dentistry. It requests that dentists 
contact members of the Senate Naval 
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Affairs Committee personally, if possible, 
and inform them that they are solidly 
in favor of this Bill. 


A.D.A. MEETING TRANSFERRED 
TO CHICAGO 


The Board of Trustees of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association announces that 
the 1944 annual meeting will be held at 
the Stevens Hotel, Chicago, October 16, 
17 and 18, rather than in Omaha as 
originally planned. The dates are a 
week later than previously announced. 

According to Dr. H. B. Pinney, Secre- 
tary, the action was taken only after an 
exhaustive investigation revealed the seri- 
ousness of the travel problem and the 
strong probability that it will be worse 
by October. It was felt that Chicago 
offered the best transportation facilities 
in the country. 

“We deeply regret the necessity for 
this action,” said Doctor Pinney, “‘be- 
cause of the immense amount of pains- 
taking preparatory work already done by 
the Omaha Local Arrangements Com- 
mittee, and particularly by its Chairman, 
Dr. Herbert E. King. We owe them an 
enormous debt of gratitude. However, 
the situation with respect to Pullman 
accommodations is so fraught with un- 
certainty that, in the interest of the 
Association as a whole, the Board felt 
compelled to make the move.” Doctor 
Pinney concluded, “Those who already 
have Omaha hotel reservations should 
cancel them and make new reservations 
in Chicago.” 


CONGRESS TERMINATES PLAN 
FOR RELOCATING DENTISTS 


The program for relocation of physi- 
cians and dentists which became opera- 
tive December 23, 1943, and was designed 
to place physicians and dentists in com- 
munities where they were particularly 
needed has been discontinued by Con- 
gress, effective June 30, 1944. 

For those communities for which 
physicians or dentists have been con- 
tracted and from which the relocation 
expense has been paid, the arrangement 
will be carried out according to the 
original plan. However, those commu- 
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nities which have submitted their checks 
for $300.00 and for which it has been 
impossible as yet to locate a physician 
or dentist will have their moneys _re- 
funded promptly. 


DR. FLEMING GIVEN 
HONORARIUM 


A check for $1,000 has been forwarded 
to Dr. Alexander Fleming for his work 
on penicillin. This honorarium was made 
by Arthur Cremin of New York because 
of his belief that doctors get nothing but 
praise for their contributions to human- 
ity. Mr. Cremin stated that he wanted 
to give the $1,000 to Dr. Fleming “to 
show that the great painkillers of hu- 
manity have a few friends with hearts 
that beat for them.” 


INSTITUTE OF MEDICINE 
SPONSORS NEW SERVICE 


The Institute of Medicine of Chicago 
has accepted the sponsorship for the 
Central Service for the Chronically Ill, a 
group organized in 1943. The objectives 
of the Service, which has offices at 343 


South Dearborn Street, are : 


“To survey the facilities now available 
and determine the nature and extent of 
the need in the community. 

“To cooperate with interested and 
responsible agencies of the community 
in planning and developing needed 
facilities, and to provide leadership and 
educational programs for the public to 
the end that properly planned projects 
may be encouraged and carried through 
to completion. 

“To provide a central informational 
service regarding facilities in the com- 
munity for the care of the chronically ill 
for the purpose of assisting individuals to 
obtain care and of offering help to phy- 
sicians in the selection of appropriate 
homes, institutions or other services for 
their patients, both indigent and self 
supporting.” 

The Service originated as a health di- 
vision of the Council of Social Agencies 
and was financed by the Community 
Fund. However, both of these groups 
wish the new service to be operated 
under the auspices of a medical agency. 
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LETTERS 


The following letter was elicited by an 
editorial in the May ist issue of The 
Review. It outlines the activities of the 
American Dental Association in regard 
to a national directory for dentists. 


Dear Dr. Kesel : 

Capt. C. Raymond Wells, President, 
has called my attention to your recent 
editorial entitled “A National Directory 
of Dentists Needed,” and has asked me 
to communicate with you in regard 
thereto. 

It is undoubtedly the consensus that 
there should be a dental directory as 
soon as it is practicable to publish it but, 
in view of the dislocation of so many 
members of the profession due to the 
war, this does not appear to be the op- 
portune time. Furthermore, I note from 
the President’s report, page 157 of the 
Transactions of the 84th Annual Session 
of the American Dental Association, St. 
Louis, Missouri, August 24-26, 1942, the 
following : 

“8. One of the results to be obtained 
from the returns of the Dental Prepared- 
ness Questionnaire was the publication 
of a complete Dental Directory. The 
publication of this directory has been 
authorized by the House of Delegates 
and, at the annual meeting in Houston, 
money was appropriated to begin the 
publication of the volume. 

“Although the returns from the 
questionnaire have been sufficient to war- 
rant the continuation of this project, 
a serious obstacle has arisen because of 
the war. From all indications at least 
20 per cent of the entire profession will 
be dislocated before the termination of 
the conflict. This figure may reach a 
higher total but, for the present, it ap- 
pears that 20 per cent is a conservative 
estimate. On this basis, it would be an 
error to publish a directory 20 per cent 
of which would be wrong before it was 
published. I, therefore, wish to make the 
following recommendation : 


“That the publication of the direc- 
tory be postponed until such time as a 
more settled condition will prevail. This, 
however, is not to be construed as a 
recommendation that work on the main- 
tenance of suitable lists be discontinued. 
The ground work which has been laid 
by the distribution of the questionnaire 
should be continued and thus we can 
be prepared for the publication of the 
directory when the proper time comes. 

“Too much credit cannot be given to 
the persons who participated in this ef- 
fort. It was a difficult task and presented 
many problems. The persons in the 
Central Office, together with the state of- 
ficers and committeemen, have rendered 
a valuable service and we now have in 
the Central Office more information 
concerning dentists of the nation than 
we have ever had before.” 

Also under Report of Reference Com- 
mittee on Reports of Officers, President’s 
Report of the same Proceedings, on 
page 310, the following recommendation 
is quoted, and evidently had the approval 
of the House of Delegates : 

“We commend the excellent work done 
in the compilation of our Dental Direct- 
ory to date. The far reaching advan- 
tages of this endeavor are myriad. In 
view of the fact that more than 25 per 
cent of our profession will be dislocated 
for the duration, we suggest that the 
publication be postponed until mor: 
settled conditions prevail. By all means, 
we recommend that the maintenance of 
suitable information and lists be con- 
tinued. When peace comes we urge 
that the directory be published as cor- 
rected and completed.” 


The War Service Committee, in co- 
operation with the Central Office in 
Chicago, is keeping records to date so 
far as it is possible to do so and I do 
not believe it will be a tremendous un- 
dertaking to finally get the information 
in shape for a directory after demobiliza- 
tion. I thought you would like to have 
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this information so that your member- 
ship may be kept informed of the situa- 
tion.

The following letters are published for 
the information of dentists. While they 
relate specifically to the deferment of 
premedical and medical students, den- 
tistry is confronted with an analagous 
situation. 

Below are the complete texts of the 
correspondence between the Honorable 
A. L. Miller, Member of Congress from 
the Fourth District, Nebraska, and Presi- 
dent Franklin Delano Roosevelt: 

My dear President : 


I hesitate to bring before your busy 
office a problem which should be solved 
by the Director of Selective Service, 
General Lewis B. Hershey. I refer to 
General Hershey’s order of April 11 
which in effect will induct practitally all 
premedical students into the Army by 
July 1. 

I have had several conversations 
with General Hershey and his staff and 
it does not seem likely that they are 
willing to accept the responsibility and 
order a temporary deferment of men of 
military age who are now in our colleges 
as premedical students. 


As a physician and surgeon of twenty- 
five years’ experience it is my considered 
judgment that men now in medical 
school should be deferred as long as they 
pass the required grades in college in 
order that the needs of society in the 
years to come will be fully met. If no 
premedical students stay in school it 
might. have a serious effect on the health 
of this country because of the lack of 
students graduating four or five years 
hence. The Army now has absorbed a 
large numbers of physicians to the extent 
that should an epidemic occur it might 
mean that lives would be lost because 
there would be a shortage of physicians. 
There are some four thousand physicians 
who die each year in the United States. 
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It seems imperative, Mr. President, 
that the country take steps to safeguard 
its future. If the present rule of inducting 
premedical students stands we will be in 
imminent danger of undermining the 
health of this country. 

Other countries, including Russia, Eng- 
land and Canada, have recognized the 
problem and are keeping the premedical 
students in school. There are only about 
six thousand premedical students. Surely 
they would be of more service to the 
country as trained medical men than 
serving in the infantry or some other 
branch of the military. If they are taken 
from school it may well cripple the vital 
affairs of science, and the country would 
lose their medical service. It certainly 
would not guarantee a safe future for 
science and for the citizens of the coun- 
try. 

Under the present ruling the draft 
boards are not permitted to consider a 
premedical student as exempt from mili- 
tary service. 

I am appealing to you and to General 
Hershey because I feel it is imperative 
that we not make the blunder of per- 
mitting such a drastic regulation to con- 
tinue in force and thus deprive this coun- 
try of adequate medical care in the 


future.

The President’s reply on July 5 was: 

I have given careful thought to your 
letter of June 16 in which you asked 
that I review the Selective Service order 
which does not permit the deferment of 
premedical students beyond July 1. 

No one is more keenly conscious than 
I am of the need of maintaining the 
health of the nation and of making sure 
that we have an adequate supply of doc- 
tors. But in this war the need of the 
armed forces for young, vigorous men 
must also be given thorough considera- 
tion. The Army and the Navy have pre- 
sented that need in urgent terms as es- 
sential to the winning of the war. 

The Inter-Agency Committee on 
Deferments, which was formed some 
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months ago to advise the Director of 
Selective Service on deferment of men 
under 26, gave careful consideration to 
the case of premedical students. The 
committee included representatives of all 
governmental agencies interested in 
manpower. I am told that this commit- 
tee recommended that there be no de- 
ferment for premedical students who are 
not in medical school by July 1 of this 
year. 

The committee, I am advised, took 
into account the fact that none of these 
premedical students could be of service 
in the practice of medicine prior to 1948, 
and that many of them would never 
practice medicine. The committee also 
gave attention to the fact that young 
men who do not come up to the exact- 
ing physical standards of the armed 
forces, as well as young women, are 
available to become premedical students. 

As for the future supply of doctors, 
we must always bear in mind the ex- 
servicemen, a considerable number of 
whom will unquestionably desire to be- 


gin the study of medicine. As you know, 
there are many young men who have 
served their country in the armed forces 
and have already been discharged from 
further service. These men, and _ the 
far larger number later to be demo- 
bilized, must be given every opportunity 
in the way of education and training. I 
am told that the medical colleges are 
particularly interested in promoting 
medical education of well qualified ex- 
servicemen. This plan by the medical 
colleges in behalf of ex-servicemen has 
my hearty support. 

For these reasons, after thorough con- 
sideration, I am unwilling to overrule 
the recommendation of the Inter-Agency 
Committee on Deferments in regard to 
premedical students or to instruct the 
Director of Selective Service to rescind 
the ruling that he made when he 
adopted the committee’s recommenda- 
tion. 

I fully appreciate your keen interest in 
this important subject.

the functions of any accredited public 
official. That it will seek to correct faults 
found, prevent miscarriages of justice, 
cooperate with all honest public officials 
and ever strive to energize those charged 
with the administration of criminal jus- 
tice into a better performance of their 
duties. Finally that it will aid all crime 
victims and, when necessary, make pub- 
lic its findings. 

Ever since its organization, the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission has faithfully 
lived up to the standardized code of 
duties prescribed by its founders. The 
facts of crime and administration are 
indexed and filed in more than one hun- 
dred steel cabinets. It has aided thou- 
sands of crime victims; prevented in- 
numerable miscarriages of justice; im- 
proved procedure ; energized public offi- 
cials; proscribed leading racketeers in 
syndicated crime gangs as public ene- 
mies; aroused public opinion. Through 
the Commission’s unrelenting efforts, 


crime was reduced and official perform- 
ance improved. This resulted in reduced 
theft insurance rates, lower cost of ad- 
ministration and huge savings in tax- 
payers’ money. Above all, it meant that 
life and property were safer. How doc- 
tors were benefited will be told in suc- 
ceeding stories. 

The Commission is not a part of any 
government, state, county, or city sub- 
division. It is not endowed; does not 
share in “tag days,” or other fund drives. 
It is supported solely by voluntary con- 
tributions of public-spirited citizens who 
recognize its civic value.
